I am on &@ visit in the interest of the Gold Mining Industry of 


the Witwatersrand, South Africa, and I have been asked by some friends to 


investigate, during my stay here, the conditions under which Universities 
are established and conducted in Canada. 

The Witwatersrand area has a European population of rather more 
than 250,000, of which about 135,000 are in the town of Johannesburg, the 
centre of the area. There is also a colored population of about 400,000. 

The only higher education provided at present on the Witwatersrand 
is that at the South African School of Mines, Johannesburg, where teaching is 
confined to technological subjects, and those desirous of full study in Arts, 
Pure Science, Medicine, Agriculture, etc., ere obliged to journey to the Cape 
Town University, one thousand miles away. 

The points upon which I have been asked to obtain information are
